The rules were given to all 
area park and recreation 
directors or their represen¬ 
tatives in March, 1975, Mason 
explained, but Kunasek did not 
attend the meeting. 

Mason further stated that he 
contacted Richard Garvey of 
the Springfield Daily News, to 
see if Kunasek had been invited 
to the meeting. 

Garvey responded that 
Kunasek had been contacted, 
and stated that either he, 
Mason, or Councilor and AAA 
member Donald Rheault would 
attend the meeting. 

Mason, president of the AAA, 
said he met once with Westman 
to make sure the above incident 
did not occur again. 

The AAA Board of Directors 
directed him to do so on July 27, 
noting that “the consequences 
of this incident are serious.” 

Mason met with Westman on 
August 5. Westman wanted all 
the details, and Mason obtained 
a letter from Garvey explaining 
that Kunasek had been invited 
to the Sandlot meeting.

The Town Budget will take on 
a new look this year, and be 
submitted on time, if the town 
administration takes two 
unanimous Town Council votes 
to heart 

Councilor Kenneth Barnes 
introduced a pair of motions at 
the Council’s January 19 
meeting, and the vote ap¬ 
proving both was 14-0. 

The first motion orders the 
town manager to submit his 
completed version of the town’s 
budget for 1976-1977 by March

Barnes’ second motion 
divides the budget into six 
columns: expenditures in fiscal 
years 1973and 1975 (2 columns), 
appropriations and percentage 
expended in the current fiscal 
year (2 columns), and requests 
for this year, with a blank 
column for council approved 
monies. 

These columns would run 
horizontally on a page, rather 
than the vertical format

With the March 19 deadline, 
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With the March 19 deadline, 
the Council would then have 
almost two months to review 
the budget and vote on it, prior 
to the state’s May 10 deadline. 
May 10 is the day the assessors 
are allowed to set the tax rate if 
no budget has been approved by 
the Council. 

Under the law, a budget 
comes from the administration 
within 90 days of the Council’s 
organizational meeting, the 
Council’s organizational 
meeting was held January 2. 

The Council then has 30 days 
to study the budget, then 15 to 
hold a public hearing and act on 
it. However, this timetable 
takes the Council to May 18, 
eight days longer than allowed 
by a law, which is supposed to 
be changed this year by the 
General Court. 

According to Barnes, his time 
table splits roughly in half the 
30 day review period to make up 
for the shortchange in time 
later in the process. 

“In the past we've had our 
problems with these late 
budgets ... these new dates for 
submission and review are 
necessary so that we don’t 
shortchange ourselves ... we 
have the responsibility for the 
financial stability of Agawam, 
our action is not dilatory or 
countermanding the manager’s 
powers,” Barnes explained. 

A second part of that motion 
has the Council dividing into 
budget subcommittees “to 
scrutinize, discern, and digest 
this document,” Barnes added. 
The subcommittee approach, 
used by the School Committee 
and most area City Councils, 
assigns certain departments to 
each councilor, or group of 
councilors. 

They would review the 
budgets in detail, recom¬ 
mending back to the full Council 
"necessary cuts or changes, as 
well as necessary programs. 
“In the past, we did the best job 
we could, but some areas were 
oversighted, or necessary 
programs were made secon¬ 
dary,” Barnes explained. 

His motion was applauded by 
Councilors Moreno and 
Theroux^ although President 
Theroux gaveiled Moreno out of 
order when Moreno noted that 
the subcommittee approach 
would provide information 
better than “these codes the 
manager throws us, like 
tonight, with that transfer.” 

Theroux said that transfer 
i&sue — $100 for in-state travel 
for the manager — was 
finished. Moreno responded, “If 
I cannot help my fellow coun- 
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currently used by the manager. 
The manager’s approach also 
uses figures from the past year, 
rather than several years. 

Barnes’ approach, as he 
described it, gives the coun¬ 
cilors more information, “make 
us more cognizant of the 
economy, which we must be.” 

Theroux questioned if the 
motion would conflict with 
Section 5-1 of the 1971 charter, 
which grants the manager 
budget-preparation powers. 
Barnes replied that the budget 
was “our tool, too.” 

In response to Councilor 
Fieldstad, Westman noted that 
the budget is “certainly not” 
finished yet, but that he had 
arranged another format. 

The Council votes order him 
to change that format. 

In other financial action, the 
Council approved by an 8 to 6 
vote $100 transferred from the 
manager’s in-service training 
account to his in-state travel 
account. 

Barnes and Moreno led the 
opposition to the transfer, and 
were joined by Councilors 
Davilli, Rossi, Della-Giustina, 
and Rheault. 

Barnes said that all travel 
budgets were cut across the 
board during last May’s budget 
hearings, and the manager’s in¬ 
state account was left at $150. 
“What you’re saying tonight is 
that you cut my budget, but so 
what, I’ll come back,” Barnes 
said to Westman. 

Moreno said he “personally 
saw no reason why the manager 
has to leave town in the next six 
months.” When the vote came,

Councilors Reject Appointments

Council President Richard 
Theroux has received heavy 
criticism for apparently ap¬ 
pointing fellow councilors to 
council subcommittees without 
first consulting the councilors 
individually. 

Councilor Valentine Moreno 
rejected appointment to the 
Utility Pole Subcommittee 
when Theroux announced his 
name along with Councilors 
Joseph Della-Giustina Jr., and 
Donald Rheault at the Council’s 
January 19 meeting. Moreno 
said he was “to busy with 
council work” to accept the 
appointment. 

Rheault later told the Citizen 
he will submit a letter of 
resignation fro the sub¬ 
committee to Town Clerk 
Edward Caba. 

“For a councilor who said he 
wanted to bring more unity to 
the council, our noble president 
is not living up to his pledges, 
Rheault told the Citizen. 

“At no time did he ask me to 
serve on this subcommittee 
prior to announcing my name in 
public, as I understand he failed 
to do with some other coun¬ 
cilors,” he added. 

“I had hoped he would utilize 
experienced councilors on the 
more important sub¬ 
committees, rather than put¬ 
ting those hy may disagree with 
on the pole committee,” 
Rheault continued. 

“But it’s apparent he 
(Theroux) has taken care of 
those who took care of him a 
few weeks ago,” Rheault ob¬ 
served. 

Theroux has appointed 
Councilors Edmund Coffey, 
Robert DeForge, and William 
Herd Jr., to the School Budget 
Liason Subcommittee; Coun¬ 
cilors Floyd Landers, Anita 
Davilli, Coffey, and Della- 
Giustina to the Rules and 
Regulations Subcommittee; 
and Paul Fieldstad, Arthur 
Kerr, and Alfred Trehey to the 
Ordinance Committee. 

Coffey, Landers, and 


Fieldstad chair their respective 
committees. All three voted for 
Theroux for Council president. 
The most important com¬ 
mittees, issue-wise, to the 
council are the school budget 
and ordinance groups, which 
review the school ap¬ 
propriations and any new laws, 
respectively. 

Functionally, the rules 
subcommittee is of some im¬ 
port. 

The utility pole committee 
has diminished somewhat in 
importance. It was founded to 
permit quick action on new pole 
or moved pole petitions from 
the utilities, so that utilities’ 
agents would not have to wait 
through the entire council 
meeting for approval of their 
petitions. 

Council 

Actions 

President Richard Theroux 
denied Councilor Valentine 
Moreno’s remonstrance — a 
statement of grievances, 
specifically against Town 
Manager James Westman 
concerning recent decisions in 
the Police Department — by 
claiming Moreno had not 
presented the remonstrance in 
proper form. 

Moreno challenged the young 
president’s decision, stating he 
had filed notice with Town 
Clerk Edward Caba (as 
required by Rule 27 of the 
council’s regulations), and the 
challenge received a 7 to 7 vote, 
defeating the challenge. 

Voting with Moreno were 
Councilors Della-Giustina, 
Herd, Rheault, Rossi, Barnes, 
and Davilli, while voting with 
Theroux were Councilors 
DeForge, Fieldstad, Kerr, 
Landers, Trehey, and Coffey. 
Councilor Frederick Nardi was- 
absent. 

Moreno’s attempt to state his 
remonstrance was blocked 
several times by Theroux. 


The president said Moreno 
first needed a motion on the 
floor when the councilor-at- 
large asked the manager, “The 
report or result of the police 
survey, when will we have it?” 

The Council, on Moreno’s 
motion, then went into a 
committee of the whole, a 
vehicle used in the past to 
discuss matters before formal 
action is taken. 

Westman then responded, “I 
would anticipate a rough draft 
by the end of the month.” 
Moreno continued his 
questioning, asking if the 
manager had more information 
than the council did on the 
survey, to which Westman 
replied, “I’ve talked to the 
people conducting the survey . . 

. to that extent, I have more 
information.” 

Moreno then asked Westman 
who was running the Police 
Department, and under what 
title. 

Before an answer could be 
given, Theroux ruled Moreno 
out of order for “abusing the 
committee of the whole — not 
coming to a clearcut proposal.” 

Moreno offered to give a 
definition of “remonstrance,”

“That’s pretty serious,” he 
added. 

“It takes six months to an¬ 
swer a letter .. . either he can’t 
or does not want to answer us .. 

. I am very much irritated, 
those who work with me are 
very much irritated, and if you 
were in my place, you’d be too . 

. . I won’t go back to Mr. 
Westman, instead, I would like 
to have the council get this 
answer,” Mason said. 

“We are looking for action... 
I’ve heard the cliche that you 
are not responsible for the 
administration’s actions, but by 
the Constitution you are, and I 
pass the mantle to you,” he 
added. 

Councilor Kenneth Barnes, 
also an AAA official, asked 
Westman at the end of the 
meeting for a letter to the AAA 
no later than February 2, 1976. 

“If Kunasek can’t go to these 
things, then we (the AAA) 
should . . . it’s a hell of a 
situation to be left hanging . . . 
get off your horse and answer 
these questions,” Barnes told 
Westman.

Frostbite: The Bite Is Bigger 
Than The Bark 


I’m happy to report that I’ve 
never experienced the tragedy 
of frostbite, although I did have 
my tonuge stuck to the ice of a 
pond some years back, but 
that’s a story for another time. 
Preparation for the cold is my 
advice. 

What About Frostbite? 

Being the most common 
injury resulting from exposure 
to cold, the hazard of frostbite is 
intensified, as the victim 
usually isn’t aware of the 
problem until someone tells 
him! When crystals form in the 
fluids and underlying tissues of 
the skin, frostbite occurs. Your 
ears, nose, cheeks, fingers and 
toes are the most vulnerable 
parts. 

Innoculate Against Frostbite 

Dressing properly is the only 
way to innoculate against 
frostbite. Wear thermal un¬ 
derwear. The person who 
boasts of wearing no 
“snuggies” lacks the sense to 
keep his “trap” shut! Your 
outer clothing should be wind 
and water repellent. A woolen 
mask, ear muffs and warm 
head covering are also im¬ 
portant. Protect your defen¬ 
seless digits with woolen mit¬ 
tens used as liners inside 
leather gloves. Wear insulated 
boots, but not so tight that 
circulation is restricted. 

If your body resistance is low 
or you are tired, the danger is 
increased. Don’t bathe, smoke 
or drink alcoholic beverages 
before going out into extremely 
cold air. Keep moving and 
moderately exercise your 
fingers and toes. Limit your 
exposure to the cold if at all 
possible. 

Warning Signs 

The skin may be slightly 
flushed just before frostbite 
occurs, but as it develops the 
skin changes to white or gray- 
yellow. The affected parts are 
numb, and feel intensely cold. If 
there is pain, it occurs early, 
but often there is none, and 
therein lies thfe dnhgeY (%ir 
body signals when somethings 
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with snow or your hands. 
Rubbing will cause gangrene! 
Cover the frozen part and 
provide blankets, extra clothing 
and shelter from the cold im¬ 
mediately. If the victim is 
conscious give him a warm 
drink. 

Submerge the frozen part in 
warm water as soon as possible. 
In the case of Frostbite to the 
nose, cheeks or ears, please 
don’t submerge the head. This 
may thaw the frozen part, but 
difficulty in breathing will be 
encountered and drowning will 
result. 

Do not use hot water. Test the 
water by pouring it over the 
inner surface of your forearm, 
much like you’d do to test the 
temperature of a baby’s for¬ 
mula. Use a thermometer to 
check the water temperature. 
Carefully add warm water and 
maintain a temperature bet¬ 
ween 102-105 degrees. Do not 
use heat lamps, hot water 
bottles or heat from a stove. As 
soon as the frozen part is 
thawed, discontinue the war¬ 
ming process, as severe 
swelling will develop rapidly. If 
the feet are affected, do not 
allow the victim to walk after 
they have been thawed, but 
encourage some excercise of 
the thawed parts. Do not break 
any blisters that may be 
present, and elevate the 
frostbitten part. 

Once you’ve done all of the 
above and the victim is 
responding, don’t convince 
yourself that all is well. Get 
medical help as soon as 
possible.

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Council Land Use Decisions 


The newly elected Town 
Council, ending its first month 
in office, has received an early 
baptism in land-use decisions. 

At its January 19 meeting, the 
Council unanimously referred 
to the Planning Board a zone- 
change petition from developer 
Carlo Bonavita for 43 acres of 
land near the corner of Silver 
and Suffield Streets. Bonavita is 
seeking Residence A-3 status 
for the parcel in order to build 
240-units of condominium 
housing. 

Councilor Paul Fieldstad 
tried to block that referral, 
claiming the petition was 
repetitive of one denied by the 
Council in December. 

Town Solicitor Jay Posnik 
ruled the petition in order, since 
the two-year waiting period on 
rejected petitions applies only if 
the planning board votes not to 
recommend the zone change. 
The Planning Board voted 3 to 0 
in favor of last year’s petition, 
and the two absent members 
later concurred with the vote. 

Also, Bonavita’s new petition 
involves two-acres less than his 
1975 zone change request, which 
would make it non-repetitive 
legally. 


Councilor Anita Davilli 
questioned the sending of the 
new request to the Planning 
Board, since the planning 
consultant Robert Donald said 
the site was suitable for A-3 
housing, and the Planning 
Board concurred. Council 
President Richard Theroux 
said the referral was 
procedural, that the new 
petition “is not with the 
problem we had before — the 
corner being zoned for 
business,” adding, “They (the 
Planning Board) may well send 
it (the petition) back quickly.” 

Regardless of the speed of the 
recommendation, the Council, 
in 1976, will have to deal with 
Bonavita’s request. Three 
previous attempts at zone 
change have failed two dif¬ 
ferent Councils. 

Another land-use issue the 
Council will face is gasoline 
stations. 

Fearful of more action such 
as the one that led to the 
opening of a new self-service 
station recently in Feeding 
Hills, Councilor Coffey has 
presented a resolution for 
Agawam’s state legislators to 
present to the General Court. 

Coffey’s resolution would ask 
the Commonwealth to strike 


down statutes allowing a 
gasoline storage permit to be 
attached to a parcel of land, 
regardless of the owner, and to 
enact a new law stating the 
holder of a license to sell 
gasoline must start to serve the 
public within one year, or be 
subject to revocation by the 
local licensing authority. 

Coffey’s resolve, in effect, 
would make non-use grounds 
for revocation, along with fire 
and health hazards. 

The new station in Feeding 
Hills, in operation since mid- 
December, became reality 
when F.L. Roberts, Inc., of 
Springfield bought the 2 South 
Westfield Street property from 
John and Joseph Shibley in 
November. The Shibleys ob¬ 
tained a license to store and sell 
gasoline in December, 1971, and 
the license was renewed each 
year since. 

Nothing was done with the 
parcel until it was sold, and the 
gasoline license came with it, 
for a price of $ 120 , 000 .
